AKRON WOMEN URGE 
STREET CAR SERVICE 


Akron, Ohio, February 26.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Women of Akron today took a 
hand in the transportation problem 


when they held a mass meeting and de- 
manded the return of the street car 
service, discontinued January 31, 
when the council refused to grant the 
Northern Ohio Traction company an 
increase in fare from 5 to 6 cents. 

The mass meeting later sent a del- 
egation of 75 women to the city coun- 
cil ‘o protest aguinst the use of busses 
for transportation. Let by Miss 
Helen Wolle, member of an old and 
prominent family of this city, the del- 
egation denounced the bussses as dirty, 
irregular and so crowded that women 
frequently have to sit on the knees of 
men.
